PROF. ROBBINS TO PRESIDE

monthly reports of the fruit prospects 


of Missouri at the period of blossom­ 


ing indicates the best genera*- crop 
of the past decade. 
The yield of ap­ 
ples w ill not aggregate as much as 
the crop of last year, but on the other 
hand it is worthy of notice that the 
well cared for orchards w ill produce 
as much this year as last. 
This may 
be taken as a better condition in the 
apple situation than 
prevailed last 
year, when the main 
body of the 
crop came from orchards that were 
not well cared for. 
This difference in the blossoming 
of the good and bad orchards seems 
to be due m ainly to the effects of 
spraying in keeping the foliage in a 
healthy condition, thus fostering the 
formation of fruit for 
this 
year’s 
crop. 
Peaches are virtually 
a 
full 
crop over the entire state. 
Pears and 
small fruit promise well. 
A summary of the report follows: 
North Missouri— Seventy per cent 
of a full crop on trees of Ben Davis 
variety; .85 on Jonathan. 
leaches, 
pears and all varieties of small fruit 
show’ more than 80 per cent cf a full 
crop; 30 per cent of 
growers 
are 
spraying. 
Central Missouri— Ben 
Davis, 
GI 
per cent of a full crop; Jonathan, DI 
per cent. 
Peaches, .82; 
pears, .82. 
All small fruits 85 per cent, except­ 
ing 
raspberries 
and 
gooseberries, 
which have more than half crop; IO 
per cent of growers are spraying. 
South Missouri— Thirty per cent of 
a full crop on Ben D avis; Jonathan 
80 per cent. 
Peaches, .85; pears, .50; 
small fruits, 75 per V ent; 25 per cent 
of growers are spraying. 
The study of the complete report 
of apple prospects leads to the con­ 
clusion that the apple crop w ill not 
total more than 75 per cent of the 
last year’s crop. 
It is quite evident, 
however, that tho crop will probably 
be worth as much or more to tjle 
grower than was last year’s crop.

years—and not a thing of tho mo­ 
ment, or that, exists 
because

I assert th)? 
after careful consideration and has# 
it on some seventeen years* direct I 
knowledge and observation. 
Like a good many other things, 
this spirit has been forced into our I 
High schools by a downward pres 
sure from the colleges. 
Stories of such doings filter down 
from colleges and 
universities and 
get a foothold before anyone realize* 
that. 
they 
may he harmful. 
It Is 
bound to be so to a certain extent az 
long as we get our requirements in 
scholarship from the 
same 
source 
and allow* our high schools 
to 
be 
mere feeders for colleges and univer­ 
sities. 
Generalizations are not in them­ 
selves very profitable, hut their ap­ 
plication to local conditions is vital. 
When we set our standard at turning 
out law-abiding citizens, flilly equip­ 
ped to make a beginning in their par­ 
ticular walk in life, and quit exploit­ 
ing the idea that only those gradu­ 
ates of our high schools who prepare 
to enter college have planned their j 
lives well, this sort of unrest will j 
die a natural death. Let me say right » 
here that I am in no way endeavor- ;

that comes to a few of our young * 
people to enter college, but I am try­ 
ing to see the question from th*1 side 
of the majority who will step from ' 
the high school into their life work. ; 
W hat are they going to be proudest 1 
of ten years from now? 
Will it he 
as leaders in an effort to achieve 
most in lawlessness, or will it ho of 
those less spectacular virtues that 
these students rather despised today? 
We have a great body of Sedalia 
High school graduates who ought to 
form at once an alumni association, 
not of the pink tea and picnic typo 
but one ready to meet tho high school 
body at any time and give aid where 
their school memories, tempered by 
time and a broader experience of life 
would be helpful. 
Step out, Mr. Bus-1 
iness Man, come forward, you men of 
the professions and the women from 
the homes, and help do away with 
the source of these misunderstand­ 
ings. 
These are not bad boys and they 
should 
not 
he branded. 
They are 
among the pick of our future citizens, 
who need to be saved from them­ 
selves until they

selves. 
We hardened grownups are 
sadly apt to be more in the wrong 
than they. Let’s amend our plan and 
help each other. 
Boys and girls at 
graduation time get a bit tipsy with 
all it means to be so near stepping 
out into the world of affairs.

We are too near to turning them 
out on their own responsibility to 
take refuge in scolding or coercing 
them. 
Our best course is to join 
hands and help them, see that they 
are to step out into the world as law 
abiding citizens, not as lawless ones. 
for whom laws are largely made. If 
w© fail to fit them for this step. great 
is our failure and condemnation. Lot

may be found and fostered,
